2. No othor information ia available which mizht account for this sighting, 
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I was returning from K-9, at an altitute of 30,000 feet on a heating of 155 
degrees at 200 knots, indicate’ air spwe4, There were no clouds an4 no soon. At 
approximately 19551 over LE 0000 I sighted an univentified flying object emitting 
an intense blue "flame," approximately 4,000 to 5,000 feet above me an” about 20 
Aezrees to my right, tracking on an approximate heating of 135 ‘egress. At that 
time the object was flying at or about my speed. it crosse4 my track to about 10 
Aezrees to the left of my nose, 4sscen4ing an* increasing epee’, then turne? back 
in and tracke’ back to my course an4 parallele? it. Position of the object at 
this time was about 3 4egrees right of the nose of ay aircraft an’? 1,000 to 2,000 
fest above. I immeAiately starte’ a climb. It comtinue’ in this position momen- 
terlaly increasing spee’ ani then the light went out. My Ratiar Observer was un- 
able to establish contact with the object, although the ratar was operating 
properly. I immetiately contacte’ the GCl controller an’ aske* him if there were 
any aircraft (F-9%4 type) in the area at or atove 30,000 feet, because I first ha‘ 
presume’ it to be possibly the afterburner of an F-94, though it lacked the oranges 
glow characteristio of an afterburner, GGI informe’ me that there were no jot 
aircraft in the vicinity above 16,000 feet. At that time I checke? left ant right 
in a Climb, but coul’ not establish any radar contact. Farnest "Tubbs", pilot, 
Lt. Skinner, H.L., imme4iately starte’? climbing an‘4 heading towar’ my position.
